The Comptroller recommends that the

Comptroller Player says that the enor- 
mous profits made by St. Louis finan- 
ciers in the last few years from vast 
underwriting propositions is responsible 
for their hesitancy in handling the pres- 
ent issues of 3.65 bonds at a small profit 
to them, which the present state of the 
market would permit.

long to find out that ‘a sallor’s life ts 
not the life for me.“ I had a good home, 
good folks, good future and all that 
sort of thing. I didn’t have te join the 
navy, but, kid-like, when I saw the 
posters calling for apprentices—those 
pictures showing a sailor in pretty unt 
form standing on the deck of a ship 
manipulating a telescope—I thought to 
myself that I would Ifke to have the 
job. I had an idea that all I would have 
to do would be to stand on the deck 
like the sailor in the picture. 

“I joined, but instead of getting « 
fine uniform and a telscope to hold in 
my hand, I was given a shovel and told 
to report to the cngineer. I shoveled 
coal for a year. It was the hardest 
job I ever had. I might not have mind- 
ed that so much ff the food had been > 
good, but it wasn't, so 1 decided to’ 
quit. I forgot I had enlisted for a cer- 
tain period and left the ship without 
telling the commander good-by. That's 
why I'm here. I'll have to go back now 
and take a worse job than I had be- 
fore. I'm a fool for ever joining the 
navy.” 

Massey is now 17 years old. His 
parents died when he was a baby and 
since he deserted, a year ago, he has 
been living at the home of the family 
that adopted him.

The young man of the family “strikes 
our for himself,” but the young women must get work “nearby,” and in her 
“leisure’’ hours makes ruffles for the children’s. petticoats, nurses Aunt Jane’s 
imaginary ailments, cooks for “rennions’ and represents the family at wakes 
and at christenings. 

I know a woman who would not be led in these paths. All her life she has 
exercised her own will, though people thought it “stubborn.” 

“Why,” she asked herself, ‘‘why should I accept the work the men won't 
take? What is the matter with my having a good job, one short on hours and 
long on pay?” She deliberately selected a useful occupation, too, for no self- 
respecting girl will spend her days in making hair bleacnes or jeweled dog- 
collars. In spite of all opposition she joined a trade union to raise wages, short- 
en hours and improve conditions in her trade. She worked as well as the man 
next to herin the shop andin the union; and she invented a new process for use 
in her department of the trade. 

‘“‘Why should men be the only inventors?’ she asked. People advised her to 
stick to her job, but she kept right on leaving each place for a better one. 

“Why not ar ‘ng young woman, as well as a rising young man?’ 
asked. 

In her leisure hours—for she had leisure hours after a while—she insisted 
on her ‘‘own way.’’ Unlike the pig, which was content in a pig-sty, 
for a home; something more than just a place to eat and sleep. Ewery one told 
her she ought to be satisfied with her surroundings as she found them, but she 
proceeded to change her surroundings to suit herself. Next every one to 
tell her what change to make; but she “pig-headedly”’ persisted in her 
own kind of a home.

The 
women wil! hold us personally responsi- 
ble for all the trouble. If they haven't 
heard of the advance they will call our 
explanation of it a great big one and 
may say something about ‘robbers’ loud 
enough to be heard. 

“Meat has been high for several 
months and there isn’t any prospect of 
a decrease. The packers may have some 
good excuse for boosting the prices, but 
whether they have or not they can do 
it and we and our customers will have 


to pay what we are asked.

Discrimination in _ Favor of 
Soldiers Arouses ‘‘Fight- 
ing Bob.” 





By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch, 

WASHINGTON, May 29.—Bluejackets 
of the American and foreign fleets were 
discriminated against at the Jamestown 
Exposition, being denied admission while 
in uniform to the dance pavilion of 
the Columbia Amusement Co. Soldiers 
in uniform were admitted without ques- 
tion, and this has increased the anger 
of the naval authorities. 

Admira] “F.hting Bob” 
command of the fleet, has threatened 
to withdraw his ships unless an apology 
is forthcoming promptly. The absence 
of the fleet would jeopardize the suc- 
cess of the Exposition, as the naval 
exhibit is one of the chief attractions. 

Gov. Swanson of Virginia and Henry 
St. George “Tucker, president of th: 
Jamestown Exposition, have been called 
on by the Secretary of the Navy for 
an explanation and to take prompt 
steps to have the discriminations 
stopped. Gov. Swanson has acvised the 
Navy Department that ne will do all 
in his power to prevent further insults 
being given the sailors of the navy. 

President Tucker has advised Secre- 
tary Metcalf that he has no jurisdic- 
tion over the amusement company in 
question and states that he “regrets this 
because it would give me great plea- 
sure to correct the matter, as I have 
no sympathy with, but contempt for, 
such discriminations.”’ 

Roosevelt Is Indignant. 

President Roosevelt is indignant and 
has directed the Secretary of the Navy 
to do everything in his power to cor- 
rect the insult. The Department of 
Justice may be called on to act in the 
matter. 

While the foreign fleets were in port 
at Fortress Monroe numerous com- 
plaints reached Admiral Lvans and 
other officers of the Atlantic fleet that

Evans in an official communication. 
He informed Admiral Evans that well 
behaved and self-respecting blue jack- 
ets were insulted when they tried to 
enter the dancing pavilion of the Co- 
lumbia Amusement Co. at Pine Beach 
Park. They were told bluntly that their 
uniforms were objectionable. 

C. E. Lane, a gunner’s mete of th: 
first class, was directed by his superio! 
officers to try to gain admission to the 
park and if he was refused to ask an 
explanation. The test was made May 
15. Lane, in his service uniform, wen! 
to the gate at the Pine Beach Park and 
was refused admission. On application 
to the management he was inforr.ed 
that under no circumstances would men 
in naval uniforms be admitted. The 
men were‘not objected to, but there was 
serious objection to the uniforms they 
wore. 

Offered Them Other Clothing. 

If the sailors wished to dance, Lane 
was informed, other clothing would be 
furnished by the management of the 
amusement company. Lane asked to be 
shown the clothing. He was conducted 
to a dressing room, where.a stock of 
white clothing was kept. The clothes 
were very similar to the regular service 
uniform. Lane told the manager that 
he would be forced to draw the line on 
a large number of boys and girls who 
wore uniforms similar to those of the 
sailors, if his rule was to be enforced. 

When the manager was informed by 
Lane that the matter would be referred 
to the proper authorities, the Manager 
said it ‘“‘would do no good and that it 
would be a waste of time.”’ 

Admiral Evans referred the matter to 
the Navy Department with the recom- 
mendation that the fleet be withdrawn 
from the waters near the Exposition 
grounds. Secretary Metcalf immediate- 
ly communicated with Gov. Swanson 
and President Tucker of the Exposition 
company for co-operation in preventing 
further indignities. 

No complaints have yet been received 
by the Department of State from any 
cf the foreign nations about the treat- 
inent accorded their sailors while visit- 
ing the Exposition. It is likely that an 
expression of regret will De wade by 
the American Government if it can be 
learned in what particular instance the 
foreigners were insulted.
